COMB AND FINGER WAVES 
The girl with naturally wavy hair 


who goes to the hairdresser's for a 
marcel is making a big mistake, for 
the application of hot Troe tends to 
spoil the wave, Natural waves are 
rare enough to be highly prized and 
they may be trained into lovely ef- 
fects with combs and fingers, Mar- 
celling at best is only @ substitute for 
the real thing, Indeed, it originated 
when Monsieur Marcel succeeded in 
creating an artificial wave that re- 
sembled the natural one in his moth- 
er’s hatr, 

The first step in comb and finger 
waving is to wet the hair well, 


waving so thet it will be clean and 
soft, A curling fluid may be applied 
next, Sop the fluid on with a plece 
of cotton or apply it with your comb 
The following recipe for such a fluid 
has proved popular with my readers: 
2 drams gum tragecanth, 10 drops of 
glycerine and 8 ounces rose water, 
Mix the ingredients and allow the 
lotion to stand over night before us- 


ing it 

Next pul in your part, if you are 
going to have one in the finished 
colffure Comb the hair straight 


away from the part, holding the comb 
parallel with the part Now take 
your water-wave comb (the long kind 
handiest), comb your hair straight 
away from the part, insert the comb 
and push it down toward your fore 


head, This movement is at right 
angles with the combing movement 
(A), Push the comb toward the part 


and lock it by placing another comb 
at the part with the teeth interlocked 
with those of the first comb. 

To make the next wave take an- 
water-waving comb and comb 
the hair smooth and straight away 
from the part as before. Comb and 
part are parallel, Now push the 
comb backward away from the fore. 
head, This movement is at right 
angles with the previous 
combing movement, Push 
in Proceed, making the waves in 
this manner, first combing the hair 
straight, swinging the comb down to- 
ward 
allernate waves at right angles, push- 
ing the combs in If the hair ts 
short, turn the ends up, 

‘The other side of the head may be 
waved in the same manner Use 
lo wave the back hair, 
using two tiers of them. Mould the 
wave with the combs so that it flows 
gracefully around the head. It ts 
scarcely possible to wave one's own 
back hair, but an obliging friend may 
consent to help, Better still, a skill- 
ful hairdresser may be employed to 
water-wave the hair, Adjust a net 
over the hair and let it dry, 

‘The finger-wave ts a popular yeria- 
tion of the comb-wave and is moulded 
with the hair comb and fingers. Ap
